DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Claims 

1 . Claims 1-17 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1, 5, 12 and 17, in combination with other limitations of the 

claims, the prior art of record fails to disclose or specifically suggested a first processor 
receiving the voice signal from said converting unit, storing a plurality of procedures, 
the procedures conforming to predetermined standards of a plurality of voice 
communication modes, the plurality of voice communication modes including a selected 
mode, said first processor performing the stored procedure corresponding to the 
selected mode to cause the voice signal to comply with the predetermined standard 
corresponding to the selected mode, the selected mode being a mode selected from at 
least a voice over internet protocol mode, a voice over digital subscriber line mode, and 
a voice over multi-service broadband networks mode.
